Twenty-one other newspapers reviewed noted that Simonto.Vs 
reputation wss poor and hit actione were criticized. Only three 
newspapers defended his refueal to name sources. One newspaper 
monto n od that the autute would violate the free press d suae of the 
Conedtiton-trvi only reference to the First Amendment 

Aiao studisd were congreaalonal investfgatfons during the century. 
Two hundred twenty-two joumallete were asked for information and 
oourcoe* iiamee. Seventy percent provided the information. None 
brought up journal* privilege of the First Amendment. Writers and 
editors wars subpoenaed most often; printers and publishers were apt 
to give up the information. Tha 1670s produced the must recorded 
inn aajgations, with four times as many subpoenas as the previous 
decade. Contrary to other research, C percent of journalists provided 
tha information in the 1870a. 

The First Amendment waa not argued because the prass saw no 
free prase issue in these cases.

The primary purpose of this study was to ascertain s e effects of 
increasing the amount of instruction and practice time on individual 
performance in journalism copy-editing. The study was designed to 
seeortain the extent to which the femaie students differ from male 
students in speed and accuracy of copy-editing after experiencing 
increases in instruction end practice time. 

Data for the study were collected from 72 college students who 
were enrolled in the course MC 301 Introduction to Graphic 
Communications at Middle Tennessee State University, Murfreeeboro, 
T enne s se e , in the spring of 1983. The students were divided into two 
experimental groups. One group received approximately four hours of 
instruction and practice on VDT copy-editing systems and were tested 
on variables of (1) speed and (2) accuracy of performance in 
journalism copy-editing. A second group received approximately four 
hours of additional instruction and practice tinw and were tested on 
the ttme variables. The fundamental difference in the treatment waa 
the *nount of instruction and practice time on the video display 
terminal. A two-way analysis of variance was used to analyze the data 
at the .05 level of significance. 

Whether or not the subject was mi Je or female made a difference 
in thie study. The results of analysis r f variance indicated a significant 
difference in speed of performance between male and female 
subject* in the experiment However, on the accuracy variable there 
wet no significant difference between male and female students In the 
experiment. The data indicated no significant difference in me 
amount of change in performance of male and female students when 
instruction tnd practice time were increased from four hours to sight 
hours. With increased training and practice, there was some 
improvement in performance, especially on the speed variable, but 
the amount of change was no more then might be attributed to 
chtfice factors. Accordingly, it may be concluded that an increoee In 
instruction and practice time from four hours to eight hours wiM not 
bring about a significant change In speed or tccur&cy of performance 
In ioumeiam copy-editing on the video display terminal.

Anti-Communism has been an American obsession for much of the 
twentieth century. It reappeared in 1945, after a period of temporary 
cooperation with the Soviet Union during World War II. The rhetoric of 
ffitCommunism intensified after World War II. defining all Soviet 
actione aa evil, a type of devil theory. 

Scholarly studies examining postwar anti -Communist attttudee 
have foci aed primarily on the Truman administration. These atudiea 
pointed to Truman'e first use of anti-Communist rhetoric in the 
Trumtft Doctrine Address on March 12, 1947 as the beginning of . 
postwar anti-Communist attitudes. 

This etudy, however, waa focused on another major postwar 
euppler cl anti-Communist attitudes. An anti-Communist popular 
preea wts presenting its own view of tha Soviets a year and a half 
before the Truman administration began its preaantation in 1947. The 
and-Communiat preea included: The Hearst Preea, 7/me»L/fe, Inc., the 
kfcComVck-Patteraon Press, the Reader's Digest the Catholic 
Church publications The anti-Communist press presented a view of 
the "ovr Soviets which waa so simplistic it led to the distortion of 
patfrtr on ante. AM events relating to tha Soviet Union were owpltlnod 
ttrtuf* the mutator* of a devl trwory.Thatellmltator*gr^ 
me mi tM mtas pubBc'a view of Communiom, which reetricted the 
Truman tdnMetntftn'a rhttorlctloptkwtonalleauttrtttttdto to 

mrnm union. 



Tha Truman adminietraUon found that only tht dov* theory 
arguments wort auccooaful in gaining public eupport for its European 
aid programs. To insure passage of the Truman Doctrine, the Truman 
admini ot i a tion had to adopt devil theory language. In the short term 
action was positive, allowing for the passage of the Truman Doctrine 
and the Marshall Plan. The long term consequences, however, were 
negative. Rrst the adoption of devil theory assumptions led to a 
commitment to atop Communism anywhere in the world, a rhetorical 
generality that could not be supported militarily. Therefore, any 
Communist encroachment was defined as & Truman administration 
foreign policy failure.

This study compares effects of editorial treatment and non- 
tatment on different audiences.

Reeufts indicate dtfforent response patterns for comprehension 
end evaluation. Improvements were found in the main-effect of 
editorial treatment on compreheneion for both technical and non- 
technical audiences, with no significant differences between groups. 
Attitudinal data, though, produced more complex interaction off acts. 
Audiences responded oppoctlery to editorial treatment in four 
evaluations: supw competence and overall source competence, key 
co mpone n ts in credibility; text interest-level; and author'e natural 
adenco background. In these 'split shifts,' editing improved non- 
technical readers' and diminished technical readers* ratings. Other 
evaluations indicated complex interaction effects with individual texts. 

Conclusions should be of interest to practitionerr . managers, and 
teachers of technical communication.

Follow-up interviews were then conducted with eight 
pairs of principals and reporters.

Whit normative government-press relations in a democratic 
political system are of an adversary kind, operative government- press 
relatione tend to be more in the nature of an exchange relationship. In 
such a relationship of exchange, the media particularly are dependent 
on government for information. This dependence (which is especially 
large in foreign policy/affairs news) spawns ties between members of 
theee institutions which in turn may affect the nature of news 
coverage. Additionally, in foreign news coverage there is potential for 
nationalism to creep in. These factors may combine to lend an 
"advocacy" nature to foreign news coverage. Previous studies have 
found t relationship between the coverage a country receives in the 
US. prees and U.S. foreign policy toward that country. 

This study analyzed the New York Times ' coverage of Irdia 
between 1973 and 1960 (a period characterized by subtle U.S. foreign 
po*cy changes towards India) to see whether trends in nuws 
coverage were related to trends in U.S. foreign policy toward india in 
fhoee years. Trends In both the length and prominence of coverage 
ware studied for both bias and topic categories. The expectation was 
fcot ta Coverage of favorable/positive topic news would be larger 
and mote prominent in favorable foreign policy periods than in 
unfavorable foreign policy periods snd vice versa. 

The analysis failed to show any relationship between the New York 
Timet ' coverage of India between 1973 and 1980 and U.S. foreign 
poEcy toward India in that period. 

Major reasons for these results may be the situational and 
temporal factors that differentiate this study from most of the reviewed 
Mudies. In covering «ji ideologically similar country like India during a 
lime when there was no direct U.S. involvement (especially of an 
antagonistic nature) in it and to drastic U.S. foreign policy changes 
towards It, the chances for a nationalistic turn on the part of the U.S.

With the 1890 s came a great revival in typographic design. This 
revival, beginning in England, was influenced by the Arts and Crafts 
Movement and, in particular by William Morris. Morris* views were 
established from his perceived need to refect the machine age. He 
wanted to assure the act of typographic design be left in the hands of 
the designer and not given away to a machine. Morris gave new 
impetus and new interpretation to ideas on typography and laid the 
foundations for what was to come In book design of the twentieth 
century. 

A second movement, and one nearly equal in influence to tut of 
*e Arts and Crafts Movement also made a substantial Impact on 
typographic design. This movement, with its origins eho in Ervtad, 
became known as Art Nouveau. Art Nouveau brought to the practice 
c< typography a feefing of space and th* acceptable practice of 
asymmetry. It provided one of the key elements In modsmgr^Ms 
design, and, in particular, in modern printing. 

Art Nouveau and the Arts and Crafts Movement mtde poedbte the 
works of the Baunaus, a technical school in Germany with its 
emphasis in art and architecture. Typographic experiments were 
conducted by Bauhaus instructor* which led the way to new 
typographic techniques. In 1025 the Bauhaus abandoned the use of 
capital letters and by using precise mechanical Logic set a new 
typographic design standard for books ard printed material. 

The problem of this study was two-fold: (1) To investigate 
historically the typographic design techniques developed by the Arte 
and Crafts Movement and Art Nouveau, and (2) To discover, trough 
content analysis, which design techniques were reflected in the 
printed material of the Bauhaus. Specifically, the purpeee of Site study 
was to: (1) Provide* historical account of tie inAuonoae off* Arts 
snd Crafts Movement and Art Nouveau on typographic daeign.

Thle dissertation is a study of the factors that led John Steinbeck, 
Erskine Caldwell, and Ernest Hemingway to temporarily set aside 
successful careers as novelists to serve as correspondents during 
World War II. in addition the dissertation examines selected World 
War ll dispatches of each of the three writers. 

Steinbeck's journalism during the war may be traced to his 
p re vio us journalistic attempts, his desire to experiment with literary 
form, hie patriotism, and his desire to grin experience with war. 
Hemingway dealt thematicaUy with war in his novels, postured as a 
macho adventurer throughout hie life, and had previous experience 
aa a correspondent when World War II broke out Caldwell made a 
conscious decision in 1935 to return to the journalistic experience 
snd had the good fortune to be in the right place at the right time 
when Germany invaded Russia in 1941 . 

In his own way, each of the three writers studied set aside the 
n ove li sts avowed goal of telling the whole truth whatever the coat. 
Motor obstacles to telling the truth for a World War II journalist proved 
to be freedom of the press restrictions, censorship restraints, the 
pscuasr oofscuvny or worwng newsmen, ano me mooo or ine 
country.

Newspaper reading aa a form of media exposure behavior wee 
analyzed in the context of the uses and gratifications approach. A 
motivation theory positing that behavior is the result of expectanclea 
snd values was used to combine 15 motives of newspaper reading: 
enjoyment, pastime, participation and control, escape, 
companionship, excitement relaxation, habit, learning new 
behaviors, leaning about self and the environment, guidance, aocial 
interaction, social comparisons, social connection, and belief* 
confirmation. 

Theee 15 motives vere ueed es the beets for a structured Q- 
Sampls of 46 atatemeots which were O-eorted by 36 newspaper 
leaders In SrasM. A factor-analysis of the Q»eorts yielded five types of 
newepeper readers: (1) Instrumental readers: thooo who eeek 
inf o rm a tion for purely udttarion pury sea, (2) Opir^o n Me kt rs: 
feeders who use the paper to validate their opinions, (3) Ritualistic 
readers, who enjoy reading and making reading the paper a highly 
structured activity of their daHy Uvea, (4) Ego-Boosters: readers who 
want information to enhance their feelings about themselves, end 
(6) Scanners: readers who have a wide range, unspecific, motivation 
to read the paper. 

Typea of readers were compared in several dimensions: their 
motives for reading, their demographics, and their media exposure 
snd readership patterns.

This atudy attempts to analyze the impact of newspaper failure on 
loeafi edvortisers and competing media. It seeks to study the 
responses of advertisers to the failure of a newspaper in their market 
Of particular interest are the reallocation of advertising funds to other 
media, and the similarities and differences in response hy locally 
owned and regionally owned businesses. 

Advertisers were surveyed in Washington, D.C.; Cleveland, Ohio; 
Bufsto, New York; and Champaign, Illinois. Each of these markets 
has recently lost a newspaper, leaving the cities in a monopoly 
n ew spaper situation. Interviews with selected newspaper personnel, 
readership studies from the newspapers themselves, and advertising 
Inage records provided additional data for the study. A discriminant 
analysis procedure was used to study differences between those 
a d ve r t ise rs who did and did not reallocate the funds formerly 
budgeted to the newspaper that failed. 

The findings indicate that most advertisers will choose to 
reeftocafte their budgets to newspapers rather than to any other 
media, including broadcast. Structural differences among the cities 
ere more important than attitudes of the advertisers or amount of 
Inage uead in predicting reallocation. Local and regional decision 
makino plays a role, but it varies by market. Suburban newspapers 
offer a challenge to the surviving metropolitan newspapers for 
advertising revenues formerly spent in the competing metropolitan 
papers.

The roiee of newspaper editor and public official appear to be 
^compatible and productive of role conflict, and yet more than one 
hundred newspaper editors in ths United States also ssrve ss public 
rjnciala Do these editors and their readers perceive thai the editor ia 
performing in a eociaHy responsible manner? 

The beaic research question erf this study is whether five pereone 
who hold both the role of editor end public official are perceived ea 
able lo perform in a socially responsible menneraa editors of their 
community newspapers. 

Basic to the research question are the tenets of social 
responsibly theory of the press and role theory . A purposive sample 
el five newspaper editors and seventy -fi ve readers waa d rawn from 
Ave communities in Alabama, Illinois, and Missouri. Five occupational 
groups make up ths sub-groups of readers: prof sssionals, blue-cotter 
werbsre. advertissrs, news media representativee, and political 
oppon e nts .
